Bess Hanson 
1921 —2019 


Born in Corning, Arkansas on August 25, 1921, Bess Jane graduated from business school in 
Memphis, Tennessee and began working at Walnut Ridge Army Air Forces flight training 
school (the only woman there) when it opened in 1942, as the country began gearing up 
for World War IL 


Moving to Washington, DC after the war, she ultimately worked at the Pentagon, as 
Secretary to the Air Force for General Vandenburg where, in 1949 she met, then 
married, his new pilot, Moultonborough, NH native Captain Lewis Charles Hanson. By 
the end of 1950, she resigned her position to raise a family, daughter Tori and son 
Charley. On the retirement of Colonel Hanson in 1969, the family moved to their beloved 
Hilltop Farm in Center Harbor. 


Always involved, wherever she lived, in community, church and organizational work, she 
began working as the Secretary to the Selectmen in Center Harbor in 1980, then more 
generally in the Town Office until about 2000. A strong advocate for the Town of Center 
Harbor, she was a founding member of the CH Memorial Park (Cemetery) Board, 
Nichols Memorial Library Trustee, Supervisor of the Check List and Assistant Treasurer 
for the Town, Inter-Lakes School Board member and Treasurer over nine years, and as a 
volunteer for the Fourth of July Races. Bess also taught Sunday School at the 
Moultonborough Methodist Church for many years before becoming a member of the 
Center Harbor Congregational Church. She was keenly interested in education and, as 
Secretary, then President, of the Center Harbor Woman’s Club, she oversaw creation of 
the Thrift Shop, the proceeds of which went to the Woman’s Club Scholarship Fund. 


Ron Ulm 
1943 — 2019 


Ron was born in Hartford Connecticut on August 29, 1943. He spent his childhood summers 
in Center Harbor, where at the age of 14, he met the love of his life, Debbie. After 
graduating from High School Ron and his family moved to Center Harbor where, in 
1957, they opened the Center Harbor Sport Shop. He and Debbie were married in 1968 
and had four children; Stacey, Christopher, Stephen and Rebecca, who helped run the 
Sport Shop for many years. Ron retired from the Sport Shop in 1996 and went on to work 
in various antique shops in the area, where he loved to reminisce with customers and 
Jriends about the items for sale. 


In his early years in Center Harbor, Ron was a member of the Center Harbor Fire 
Department. He was also a long-time Bay District Sewer Commissioner. 


Ron was a part of the Meredith Rotary Fishing Derby for many years. His favorite event 
was Center Harbor’s July 4 Foot Race, which he founded, and was sponsored by the 
Sport Shop each year. Ron was a member of the Inter-Lakes Boosters and enjoyed 
selling tickets at the door to all the sporting events; he loved interacting with all the 
students, parents and teachers he saw. Ron was evervbody’s friend and was always kind 
to everyone he knew.

TOWN MEETING 
MODERATORS RULES OF PROCEDURE 


Unless changed by the voters at the Meetings, the Town Moderator will use the following Rules 
of Procedure to conduct the Meeting: 


(B 


The Moderator will not follow Robert’s Rules. The Moderator will use the following 
general rules of procedure, whose main purpose is to keep the meeting moving, and not get 
bogged down in procedural quagmires. 


By majority vote, the voters can overrule any decision that the Moderator makes and any 
rule that the Moderator establishes. A voter can raise such a request by Point of Order. 


The Moderator will take Articles in the order that they appear on the Warrant unless the 
Moderator announces the intent to take Articles out of order. 


The Moderator will consider each Article, as follows: 

a. The Moderator will announce the Article number, and will read the text of the Article. 

b. The Moderator will recognize a member of the Board of Selectmen, or the petitioner 
(if a petitioned Article) to move the adoption of the Article. 

c. If the Motion is seconded, the Moderator will recognize a member of the Board of 
Selectmen, or the petitioner, to explain the Article. 

d. The Meeting will debate and then vote on the Article. 


Everyone who speaks must use the microphone so that they can be heard. A microphone 
will be brought to whomever is recognized and has the floor. 


No one may speak unless he, or she, has the floor. 

a. No one may have the floor unless recognized by the Moderator. 

b. Except for Points of Order, the Moderator will not recognize speakers unless they raise 
their hand to be recognized. 

c. Each speaker must provide his/her name and address. 

d. Even if a voter does not have the floor, a voter may speak to raise a Point of Order, to 
challenge a Moderator’s ruling, or to overrule the Moderator. 


The Moderator will allow only one motion on the floor at atime. There are two exceptions 
to this rule: 
a. A voter may raise a Point or Order at any time, and 
b. Ifa voter has the floor, the voter may make 
r A motion to amend the pending motion, or 
il. A motion to Call the Question. 
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The Moderator will not accept negative motions, which are motions that require a “no” 
vote to vote in the affirmative such as “I move that we not adopt the budget.” 


Motions to Call the Question limit debate and require a 2/3 vote. If passed, these motions 
stop debate on a motion and the motion is immediately voted upon. The Moderator shall 
have the right to refuse to recognize a Motion to Call the Question, if, in the Moderator’s 
opinion, the voters have not yet had an adequate opportunity to discuss an issue. 


Non-voters may not speak at the Meeting without the permission of the voters except, the 
Moderator will allow non-resident Town officials and consultants or experts who are at the 
Meeting to provide information about an Article to speak. 


All speakers must be courteous and must speak to the issues, not the individuals raising 
them. The Moderator will not allow personal attacks or inappropriate language. 


If any person behaves in a disorderly manner, and after notice from the Moderator, persists 
in such behavior, or shall in any way disturb the Meeting, or willfully violate any rule of 
proceeding, the Moderator may have a police officer, or any legal voter of the Town, 
remove such person from the Meeting. (RSA 40:8). 


All questions and comments should be addressed to the Moderator. The Moderator will 
choose who responds to the questions. 


With the exception of initial presentations on Articles that the Moderator requests be 
limited to five (5) minutes, all speakers in debate will be limited to three (3) minutes. 


Each speaker may only speak once until everyone has spoken. 


The Moderator may determine the method of voting except as determined by law. 
However, any voter who doubts the accuracy of any non-counted vote may require the 
Moderator to determine a vote by a counted show of hands or counted standing vote. In 
this case, assistant Moderators will count the hands and report directly to the Moderator. 


Any vote on a bond issue of over $100,000 must be voted on by secret ballot. In addition, 
any five (5) voters may require that the vote on any Article or question be by secret ballot. 
To do so: 
a. All five (5) voters must be present and identified, and 
b. The request must be presented in writing to the Moderator prior to the end of debate 
on the Article or question. 


Motions to reconsider an Article may only be made immediately after the vote on the 
Article, and may only be made by a voter who voted on the prevailing side of the vote to 


be reconsidered. However, the following limits may apply to the reconsideration of an 
Article: 
a. Mandatory Restriction: In accordance with RSA 33:8-a, if a motion to reconsider 
a ballot vote on a bond issue of over $100,000 passes, the Article cannot be 
reconsidered until a reconvened Meeting that is at least seven (7) days after the 
original vote. With respect to bond votes, the restriction on reconsideration 
automatically applies without the need for the Meeting to vote for it. 
b. Optional restriction: Voters may postpone reconsideration of any Article at the 
Meeting by voting to restrict reconsideration of the Article in accordance with RSA 
40:10. Ifthe Meeting passes such a motion, then the Article cannot be reconsidered 
until a reconvened Meeting held at least seven (7) days after the date of the original 
vote. 


Reminder: Since any rule of the Moderator or decision of the Meeting can be reversed or 
changed at any time prior to the end of the Meeting by a majority vote of the Meeting, there 
is no rule that can be adopted that can absolutely prevent the reconsideration of an Article. 


19. The Moderator will not be a voting member of the meeting.

Selectmen’s Report 2019 


Dear Friends and Neighbors in Center Harbor: 


In 2019 your Select Board continued efforts to provide responsive, efficient, effective and 
transparent Town government while maintaining the quality of life we enjoy living in Center 
Harbor. 


This past year our activities focused on five general areas: 
Recognizing our Town Volunteers 


Volunteers for various Town committees and commissions are the unspoken heroes who help 
Center Harbor achieve so much at so little cost. They work tirelessly for no money while providing 
critical support, knowledge and experience to all of the Town’s efforts. Their reward is the quality 
of life we all enjoy. You will find their names listed in the Town Report and we humbly ask you 
to thank them for their contributions. 


Road Safety and Maintenance 


The Town continues to improve the roads following a dual strategy of repaving the worst roads 
and quickly repairing portions of roads which are in good condition. We will continue in this 
manner until all the roads in Town are in safe, “good” condition. Major efforts this year included: 


e Resurfacing Follett Road (after a series of permitting delays from the State and the Army 
Corps of Engineers). 
e Repair and resurfacing sections of Piper Hill Road and installing two new culverts. 
e Small repairs to the manhole on Main Street, the Municipal lot, the Kelsea Avenue 
sidewalk and Coe Hill Road near the Town line. 
e In 2020, we hope to re-work a small piece of drainage on Chase Circle 
e We are monitoring the worst areas of road surfaces that can be found on a portion of: 
o Coe Hill Road 
High Haith Road 
College Road (south) 
Hawkins Pond Road 
Piper Hill Road 
Skywatch Road 
" We will plan for the best use of available funding based on review of these 
sections in the spring. 
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Spending Reductions 


Center Harbor continues to enjoy one of the lowest tax burdens in the State, but it has been a 
constant struggle to keep expenses (and taxes) as low as possible. After three years of essentially 
flat budgets we are facing a small increase in spending this year, primarily due to expenses 
beyond our control. For this coming budget year (2020) the proposed budget is $3,013,749 
which is an increase of 2.50% or only $73,520 more than 2019’s budget of $2,940,229. 


Operational Efficiency 


The Town continues to seek grants, donations of time and services while simplifying systems and 
procedures wherever possible. This effort has precluded having to add staff at Town Hall. To date, 
Grants received for rehabilitation of the Town House and other projects exceed $108,000. 


Town Beautification & Economic Development 


The Town works closely with the Center Harbor Community Development Association (CHCDA) 
to enhance the visual beauty of the Town and encourage more people to shop, dine and vacation 
in Center Harbor. 


The CHCDA continues their ambitious program of events including SkateFest, Center Harbors’ 
Winter Beach Party as well as LobsterFeast, our annual “block party” on Main Street in August. 
In 2019 proceeds from LobsterFest in excess of $5000 were donated to fund new computers for 
the library. 


Senior Program Development 


Approximately 31% of Center Harbor’s residents are over 65. In 2019 Selectman Harry Viens was 
appointed by the Governor to the State Commission on Aging (SCOA) and is working to access 
State resources to develop a local program to provide additional support and services to Seniors 
who have chosen to age in place in Center Harbor. There is a tremendous amount of Grant money 
available for these kinds of efforts. 


The first step of this effort is a survey to identify precisely what Center Harbors’ citizens want and 
need in the way of additional services. Copies of the survey will be available at Town Meeting, at 
Town Hall and included in your May/June Tax Bill. Please take one, complete the survey and 
drop it off at Town Hall. 


Finally, we hope you will come to Town Meeting and participate in what is the last pure exercise 
in democratic process in this country. It is through your inalienable right to vote that we will 
continue to preserve the beauty and health of this wonderful little Town we all call home.

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At 7:00 P.M., Wednesday March 13, 2019, the Town Meeting was reconvened in the Fire Station 
to act upon Article 2 thru 17. Moderator Charles Hanson called the meeting to order. Mr. Hanson 
started the meeting off by thanking everyone for coming and saying that it is nice to finally have 
a meeting with no blizzard and spring starting to show. He thanked Chief Manville and his crew 
for being so gracious in sharing their space and help with the set up for the meeting. He went on 
to say that the process of Town Meeting has been around for over 400 years since the 1600’s. It 
is the purest form of democracy. He introduced thirteen-year-old Sage Kim who has lived here 
the last two years. He is a Boy Scout who is working toward his Citizenship and Community merit 
badge. Sage met with the Selectmen at the elections to learn about town government. Mr. Hanson 
asked any veterans to stand to be recognized with a round of applause. Everyone remained standing 
while Sage led in the Pledge of Allegiance. Mr. Hanson introduced the Selectmen’s Administrative 
Assistant, Robin Woodman, Town Clerk/Tax Collector Mary Richardson, Selectmen Harry Viens, 
Selectmen Richard Hanson, Selectmen Richard Drenkhahn, Ballot Clerks, Sheila Mohan and 
Aimee Manfredi-Sanschagrin, and Deputy Moderators William Ricciardi and Peter Louden. Mr. 
Hanson announced the results of the election stating that the school results were just for the town. 
Mr. Hanson pointed out the dedication in the Town Report was to John Kimball who passed away 
this year. John held the position of moderator for a number of years and was a good guy and will 
be sorely missed. He also thanked the Selectmen for putting the ballot box on the front cover of 
the Town Report. 


Mr. Hanson reminded everyone of the rules as the meeting moved forward to the voting on the 
articles. 


Article 2. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by David Hughes to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $946,613 to defray the Town charges for the ensuing 
year. ($987,473 appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). The Article passed unanimously. 


Article 3. It was moved by Richard Hanson and seconded by Peter Louden to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $616,142 for public safety. ($601,229 
appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). The Article passed unanimously.

Article 4. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by William Ricciardi to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $344,679 for the maintenance of Town 
Highways and Bridges, including sidewalks and dead tree removal. This appropriation is to be 
offset with estimated $41,021 from State Highway Block Aid and the balance of $303,658 to be 
raised by taxes. ($338,128 appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). Richard Drenkhahn 
asked to amend the article by $40,000.00 seconded by Fred Wolf.

Article 5. Special Warrant Article. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Peter 
Louden to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $152,000 to be placed in 
the following existing Capital Reserve Funds. ($137,001 appropriated in 2018). The Selectmen 
recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. (Majority vote required). The Article passed 
unanimously. 


Article 6. Special Warrant Article. It was moved by Richard Hanson and seconded by 
Diane Drenkhahn to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $358,975 to be 
placed in the following existing Expendable Trust Funds. This appropriation is to be offset with 
$17,973 from the Unassigned Fund Balance and the balance of $341,002 to be raised by taxes. 
($342,001 appropriated in 2018). The Selectmen recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. 
(Majority vote required). The Article passed unanimously.

Article 7. Special Warrant Article. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by 
Kelli-Ann Kemery to see if the Town will vote to establish a Town Winter Maintenance 
Expendable Trust Fund per RSA 31:19-a, for the purpose of purchasing additional winter road 
sand and salt and to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000; further to name the Selectmen as 
agents to expend from said fund. The Selectmen recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. 
(Majority vote required). Gwen Bronson asked how this is different from the highway fund. 
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Richard Drenkhahn explained that this is to establish an expendable trust fund to add to each year 
to plan for the winters we are short because it is so hard to plan. The Article passed unanimously. 


Article 8. Special Warrant Article. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Peter 
Louden to see if the Town will vote to establish a Town Heating Assistance Expendable Trust 
Fund per RSA 31:19-a, for the purpose of assisting the Town’s needy with heating fuel and repairs 
and/or maintenance of furnaces and appropriate the sum of $27,264. This appropriation is to be 
offset with $27,264 from the Unassigned Fund Balance; further to name the Selectmen as agents 
to expend from said fund. The Selectmen recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. (Majority 
vote required). Harry Viens explained that this money is actually money that has been donated by 
the “Turn Up the Heat” fundraising over several years. The money is designated for the purchase 
of fuel only for people that need assistance. Because there hasn’t been a lot of demand for 
assistance, we asked the folks at “Turn Up the Heat” if we could expand the scope to propane, 
electric heat, cord wood and if necessary, any furnace repairs and maintenance. By setting up the 
fund we can dispense the money as needed when someone that needs the help comes in to apply 
for it. The Article passed unanimously. 


Article 9. It was moved by Richard Hanson and seconded by Lee Mattson to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $191,538 for the disposition of Solid Waste. 
($183,819 appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). Richard Hanson stated the bulk of 
this cost is for transfer fees. The transfer fee did go up this year for two reasons. One is the capital 
improvements that are being done at the transfer station and the second is that recycling is not 
generating the income that it was. Harry Viens has communicated with the Town of Meredith on 
our share of costs for the improvements. Earle Jenkins asked if there has been any discussion on 
improving the efficiency of the operation of labor at the station. Harry said he would look into it. 
Richard Hanson added that Meredith has been very cooperative with the concerns we have had. 
Helen Heiner asked how the sticker fees are applied. Richard Hanson replied that the transfer 
sticker fees go into the general fund. The Article passed unanimously. 


Article 10. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Steven Caney to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $94,602 for the operation of the James E. 
Nichols Memorial Library, $10,050 to be paid from trust and other funds and the balance of 
$84,552 to be raised by taxes. ($91,391 appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). The 
Article passed unanimously. 


Article 11. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Robert Chance to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $95,018 for recreational activities. ($92,728 
appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). The Article passed unanimously

Article 12. It was moved by Richard Hanson and seconded by Roland Garland to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the Centre Harbor Historical 
Society. ($1,000 appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). The Article passed 
unanimously. 


Article 13. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by William Ricciardi to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,500 for Direct Welfare. ($12,500 
appropriated in 2018). (Majority vote required). The Article passed unanimously. 


Article 14. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by David Hughes to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $43,400 for the support of the following health and 
welfare agencies ($44,868 appropriated in 2018) (Majority vote required): William Hornkohl was 
curious why we didn’t request money for the American Red Cross. Harry Viens stated that we did 
not receive a request from them this year therefore we left a dollar in the line item in case a request 
comes in. Earl Jenkins stated that there was a letter sent from CASA dated August 17" 2018 
requesting the same amount as last year. Mr. Jenkins motioned an amendment to reinstate the 
same amounts for the American Red Cross and CASA. Seconded by Steve Condojani. Mr. 
Jenkins explained to the audience that CASA is a state-wide organization and is staffed primarily 
by volunteers who represent abused and neglected children. In our county alone there are 101 
children being helped. The amendment passed to add the $1,500 back into the Article for the same 
amounts funded last year for the American Red Cross and CASA. Harry Viens moved the 
amended article in the sum of $44,900 and Rochelle Caney seconded. The Article passed.

Article 15. Special Warrant Article. It was moved by Richard Hanson and seconded by Warrene 
Kemery to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the purpose of 
the rehabilitation of the Center Harbor Town House; funds to be placed in the existing Heritage 
Fund. ($5,000 appropriated in 2018). The Selectmen recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. 
(Majority vote required). Gwen Bronson stated when this project was originally presented to the 
town, we were assured that there would be no town funds involved. One year there was money 
voted in for a matching grant. This is being continued every year and why are we continuing to 
be asked for more money for a building that may not get used that much and is on an extremely 
dangerous corner? Richard Hanson stated that the Heritage Commission has worked tirelessly 
raising funds through volunteers to earn grants. He has never worked with such a dedicated group

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of volunteers as on the repair of the building. The Town House is a town building and we need to 
take care of it. He also said that if it wasn’t for the commission it would be declining more rapidly 
and he is proud that we are repairing it and he feels that it is a worthy cause. Fred Wolf asked 
what the plans are for the future use of it? David Reilly, the chairman of the Heritage Commission, 
stated that the building was at a point where you fix it or demolish it. It would be up to the 
Selectmen to approve meetings and small parties. Harry Viens wanted to clarify that the funds 
requested the last few years has been used for matching funds to qualify for matching grants. The 
value of the grants that have been awarded total $60,000. At the moment the goal is to get the 
building in stable condition. It is part of our heritage, part of our history and would be a shame to 
see the building fall down. The funds that have been expended by the town is quite small compared 
to the grants and donations that have been used. Richard Hanson said the other reality would be 
spread out the ability to use it for Selectmen’s meetings and other meetings and parties so people 
from West Center Harbor won’t have to travel so far. It is a wonderful building with a rich history 
and needs to be preserved. Earle Jenkins asked if there was any idea what percentage of completion 
the building is in and what the expected spending for the town will be going forward. Richard 
Hanson stated hopefully the expected expenditure for the town will stay constant going forward. 
There is still a way to go in a monetary sense. The group is working very hard. Earle Jenkins 
asked about what percent of the project was completed. Is it half way done or if we could get a 
handle on how many years in the future this project is going to take, and the dollars involved? 
Richard Hanson stated that he doesn’t have that information at the moment. Decisions are being 
discussed with the input of Ken Ballance. He stated again that it is a town building and it is our 
obligation to take care of it. Fred Wolf asked, didn’t we just add on an addition to our Town Hall? 
Are there meetings waiting to be held upon the completion of the Town House. He questioned 
why we are using the repair of the building to schedule meetings, when we just spent money on 
expanding our Town Hall. He asked if there are meetings that are being held up because of not 
enough space in the Town Hall. He feels it is a spurious argument to suggest that there are 
meetings waiting upon the completion of the Town House when the Town Hall is not fully utilized. 
Richard Hanson replied, the idea is to be able to actually recapture the history and utilize the 
building. David Hughes stated we have an architectural plan on the building. The Heritage 
Commission is following the plan. He commended Karen Ponton as one of the best grant writers 
and said we are fortunate to have her. William Hornkohl asked if the plan is to make the parking 
plan safer and more useful? Richard Hanson said yes. Marty LeRoy asked how many parking 
spaces are there? Karen Ponton answered maybe 20. Janet Showers asked, why doesn’t it go into 
the budget of our town? Harry Viens answered that the Selectmen wanted it as a separate item so 
it can be voted on at Town Meeting each year. Gwen Bronson pointed out that the sharp curve is 
very dangerous and unless the State is willing to work on making it safer, she has a problem with 
it. It’s not the parking she has a problem with. David Hughes pointed out that the Heritage 
Commission is set up budgetarily by statues and can’t be part of the general fund. It has to be 
voted on every year. Jeff Hubbell asked if it is part of National Registry of Historic Places? Karen 
Ponton stated it is on the State Registry of Historic Places. She offered anyone that would like a 
tour once the weather permits, she would be happy to facilitate it. She also said that the public is 
always invited to the Heritage Commission meetings. Katri Gurney asked if it has to be the same 
amount of money and if it will be winterized. Harry Viens answered each year the money allocated 
will be used for matching grant money and the money designated can be used as the grant fits. 
Richard Hanson said the building would not be winterized at least in the beginning. With no further 
comments a hand count was taken. The Article passed.

Roland Garland, president of the Centre Harbor Historical Society spoke about the society. 
The Centre Harbor Historical Society was formed in 1971. In 1975 it was organized on the state 
level. He talked about the survival of the Historical Society. Over 40 years values have changed 
and lives have changed. He is looking for new members and volunteers to help. The society is a 
great resource to learn about the history of the town. 

Harry Viens mentioned that about 95 percent of the taxpayers took advantage of the 2 % 
discount which is helpful for cashflow for the town and helps the taxpayers as well. He also 
thanked all the volunteers for their time including the Center Harbor Economic Development 
Committee for the $4,000 they donated to the library for new computers. 

Harry mentioned we are looking for volunteers that would like to pick up roadside trash to 
coincide with Earth Day the week of April 15" thru 19". Anybody who would like to help out can 
contact Aimee Manfredi-Sanschagrin at the Town Hall to get you setup with gloves, vests, bags 
and signup sheets. 

Gwen Bronson thanked the Highway Department for all their hard work this winter. 

Marty LeRoy asked if anyone had a 16mm projector that could be used for some films that 
Nancy Kelly has of the town. Kelli-Ann Kemery raised her hand. With no further business Harry 
Viens motioned to adjourn the meeting with Peter Louden seconding. The meeting was adjourned 
at 8:02pm.

2019 Annual Report 


2019 Summary. The Nichols Library experienced a significant change in leadership with the step down 
of four of the five Trustees on or before the 2019 Town Meeting. All vacancies have been filled by Town 
voting, or appointed by the Select Board. The library continues to provide Center Harbor residents and 
visitors with materials, programs and services to help meet their information, educational, cultural, and 
recreational needs. The Board of Trustees would particularly like to thank Librarian Jon Kinnaman and 
his staff for providing seamless service to the community and assisting the new Trustees with assimilating 
their roles. In addition, the Board wishes to thank former Trustees Helen Heiner, Karin Karagozian, Jo 
Morse, and Lynn Allen for their stewardship, guidance, and generous volunteer support for many years. 


Library Use / Collection Maintenance. Community members made 4,645 visits to the library; 68 new 
library cards were issued. Our staff answered 231 requests for information and 205 requests for reading 
advice. Patrons who needed materials not available in our collection had their needs met through 
interlibrary loans that encompassed books, audios, DVDs and music CDs. The library introduced Story 
Time at the Beach in collaboration with the Parks and Recreation Department, as well as Ben and Jerry’s 
read for ice cream promotion. 42 patrons enjoyed our passes to the Squam Lakes Science Center and 
Castle in the Clouds. 


The library circulated 11,508 materials compared to 11,579 in 2018. The following table is a breakdown 
of how these materials were used in 2019.

Library Holdings, end of 2019 


Our computers were used 264 times by patrons and guests; 212 registered users accessed our Wi-Fi 
network. Family researchers made use of the AncestryPlus and HeritageQuest databases. Our EBSCO 
databases provided access to Consumer Reports, the NoveList book advisor, and Explora for kids. Other 
library resources were used by patrons for both educational and personal interest. 


The library used its materials budget to provide print, digital and streaming titles to meet our patrons’ 
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needs for different formats and variety of interests, including bestsellers, award winners, book group 
favorites, and real life stories. To make materials easier to access, room was made to move the Children’s 
non-fiction materials to the front reading room. The New Hampshire collection is now in the stacks. We 
continue to encourage all visitors to browse the stacks. 


Building Assessment Summary. The Trustees completed a full Building Conditions Assessment in 
early 2019. This study was funded jointly by a grant from the NH Preservation Alliance as well as the 
James E. Nichols Trust. The library has been in continuous operation since 1910, and has been 
recognized on the National Register of Historic Places as part of the Center Harbor Village Historic 
District since 1983. While it has been reasonably maintained, the study identified key priorities that 
should be addressed to assure its integrity into the significant future. A primary priority is to address the 
failures of the building envelope, in particular, areas currently permitting water and moisture ingress into 
the building fabric and interior spaces. The Trustees are developing a multi-year plan to prioritize site 
work to mitigate water issues resulting in deterioration of the library structure and facade. We plan to 
maximize the opportunity to solicit funds from State and other grant agencies to assist in the remediation 
efforts. The full building assessment is available at Town Hall, or online at

Facility Upgrades/Building Maintenance. The library installed a new server and workstations, funded 
by a donation from the Center Harbor Community Development Association (CDA) and the Nichols 
Trust. A new custom built period back storm door was fabricated to replace the worn out door. 


2020 Goals and Community Engagement. Patrons frequently express satisfaction with library service. 
However, the Trustees and staff of the Nichols Library would like to further engage with the Center 
Harbor community. In 2020, we will survey the community to find out whether there are unmet needs or 
services that the library could potentially provide. In addition to our ongoing services, we could plan to 
offer additional programs of interest, including author talks, book groups and story times. We will also 
seek ways to cooperate with other groups in supporting community programs. 


Library Staff. Librarian Jon Kinnaman attended seminars on community and youth engagement, sat on 
the Town’s Joint Loss Management Committee and chaired the Scrooge and Marley regional library co- 
op. Circulation assistant Glenn Walter handled circulation, interlibrary loans, and processing new 
materials into the library collection. Summer assistants Kim Anderson and Lois Brady provided help 
during the busy summer season. 


Friends of the Library. The Board wishes to thank the many people who contributed to the well-being of 
the library this year, including our past and current Board of Trustees; the Town Selectmen who support 
our building needs and overall operations; the Department of Public Works and Fire Department for help 
with maintenance; the Center Harbor CDA for fiscal support for the library computers; Lowell and 

. Karlene Schwartz and Karen Ullman who assisted with our book sales; and the many patrons who 

donated materials and made financial gifts to our general fund. Finally, we thank the people of Center 
Harbor for their ongoing support of this historic library. 


We have opportunities for individuals who may be interested in volunteering as a Trustee Alternate for a 
one-year term to learn the role of a Library Trustee and serve the Town in a meaningful way. If 
interested, please speak with any current Trustee or the Librarian.

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2019 Annual Report 


Center Harbor Fire Department 


In 2019, your Center Harbor Fire Department responded to 360 emergency calls. There were 
185 medical emergencies and 175 fire related calls. Our average dispatch to arrival time was just under 
ten minutes and time of dispatch until first unit responding was three and a half minutes. Statistically, 
Friday was the busiest day for emergencies with sixty-four calls while Sundays had the least amount of 
calls with forty-three. July was our busiest month with sixty calls. 


Currently, we have twenty members on the roster. In addition, we have one student and two 
fire Explorers. We have a total of fifteen members that are certified firefighters; four are firefighter level 
1, two are career level and nine are certified level 2. We have four members that are EMT basics, six that 
are EMT Advanced level and three Paramedics. 


The Department continues to offer a student live in program. Students enrolled in Lakes Region 
Community College in the Fire Science program live at the fire station, gaining practical experience 
working as a firefighter. They often face long hours, difficult work conditions and limited free time while 
trying to be both a student and a firefighter. This Program has been a huge success for both the Town of 
Center Harbor and the student firefighters. All of our past students have gone on to find full time jobs in 
the fire service. 


Please remember to upgrade your old Smoke Detectors and change your detector batteries 
(change your clock — change your batteries). Smoke Detectors have a service life and may not function 
properly after a period of time. You should check the manufacturer’s life expectancy for the units you 
have in your home. If you should have any questions or desire the Fire Department to do a safety walk 
through of your residence or need assistance/advice with these devices, please feel free to call the fire 
station at 603-253-4451. In addition, please remember to add Carbon Monoxide Detectors on each level 
of your home for added protection and safety. These units give an added level of safety to your home. For 
more information, please do not hesitate to call us at the fire station. 


The CHFD is always open to new members. It is a very rewarding experience to be able to help 
your community. If you are interested in either firefighting or EMS, please call the Fire Chief at 603-253- 
4451.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


This past year we were fortunate enough to have favorable weather conditions in the spring and summer which limited the amount 
of wildfire activity throughout the state. Your local fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked throughout the 
year to protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger 
days. The towers’ fire detection efforts are supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger is especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable 
wildland fuels intermix. Every year New Hampshire sees fires which threaten or destroy structures, a constant reminder that 
wildfires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildfire from spreading to their home. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire 
safe! 


The Forest Protection Bureau and local fire departments were very busy this year celebrating 

Smokey Bear’s 75" year preventing wildfires. Many events were held at local libraries, in fact, 

this program was so successful we will be offering it again in 2020. We were fortunate enough 

to partner with the Northeast Forest Fire Protection Compact and bring the Smokey Hot Air Balloon 
to Franconia Notch in August. The weather was fantastic and hundreds of people got the chance to 
ride in the balloon! Smokey’s message has always been about personal responsibility — remember his 
ABC’s: Always Be Careful with fire. If you start a fire, put it out when you are done. 

“Remember, Only You Can Prevent Wildfires!” 


As we prepare for the 2020 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required 
for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. Fire permits are also available online in most towns 
and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. The burning of household waste is prohibited by the Air Resources 
Division of the Department of Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 
you for helping us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests &

This year the Tower Association Staff worked in conjunction with the Lakes Region Conservation Trust to 
make repairs to the fire tower. All of the stair treads were replaced and new decking was placed on the 
observation platform. Painting of the railings is still in process; painting will continue next year as the 
tower was closed up for winter November 3. We also had to replace the scuttle cover on the roof of 
the tower. The cover had rotted and blew off in one of the October wind storms. 


We started this year training a new fire watch and on her first day she reported a brush fire to 
Moultonborough and Center Harbor on Bean Road. It was a controlled brush pile that the owner started 
two hours before the allotted 5pm burn time. One fire that was detected was the building fire in 
Ossipee; that fire was called in quickly by neighbors. Most of the year was in low fire danger, time in the 
tower was spent educating visitors and making repairs to the tower. We are hoping the repairs will keep 
the tower open for years to come. There have been rotten boards replaced around the ceiling and more 
to be done around the windows next year. 


The towns of Moultonborough, Center Harbor, Sandwich, Meredith, Tuftonboro, and Holderness 
contributed money to the association to keep the tower open.

2019 Annual Report 


The mission of the Center Harbor Police Department is to improve the quality of life in our 
community in partnership with our citizens to prevent crime, regulate traffic, preserve order, 
and protect the rights, lives, and property of all people. We strive at all times to establish 
relationships of trust with our community members who demand high levels of truthfulness, 
fairness, accountability and compassion. To accomplish our mission, we focus on five core 
values: integrity, respect, competence, service and pride. Our mission and core values are 
posted inside the police department so that all officers see them each and every day. 


In 2019 we were fortunate to secure a NH Highway Safety grant focusing on bicycle and 
pedestrian safety and enforcement. During these dedicated grant patrols, we stopped 63 
motor vehicles for failing to yield to pedestrians and we spoke to 33 pedestrians who were not 
crossing at the crosswalks. In addition, we obtained free bicycle helmets and worked with 
Parks and Recreation Director Frost to distribute them to children. 


The opioid crisis continues to grip the region and drug related driving under the influence 
arrests have become almost as common as alcohol related arrests. There has also been a 
resurgence of methamphetamine due its low cost and the ease of manufacturing. Fortunately, 
treatment options have improved with the statewide initiative to streamline and organize the 
services for people looking to start or continue their recovery. “The Doorway” at Lakes Region 
General Hospital is our local hub for treatment as well as “Navigating Recovery” in Laconia. 
Proactively, Sergeant Weiss continues to work with the Belknap County Drug Task Force. This 
team has been very successful in building cases on those distributing drugs. As a reminder, the 
police department has a permanently mounted prescription drug drop off box in the hallway by 
our reception window. You can dispose of unused medications anytime that the town hall is 
open and it does not require an officer to be present. If you need to dispose of something after 
hours please call dispatch at 253-9756 and we will meet you at the station. 


Officer Nicole Faro received national media attention when she helped rescue three bear cubs 
after the mother had been killed. Officer Faro transported the first cub to a rescue facility in 
her own vehicle and on her own time across the state. She then worked with them to help 
capture the remaining two cubs. This is just one of the many acts of kindness that our officers 
do on a regular basis. 


Officer Michelle MacLeod was hired full time to replace Master Patrol Officer Donald Welch. 
She brings a wide variety of experience and we are excited to welcome her. 


| had the privilege of serving as the President of the New Hampshire Association of Chiefs of 
Police this year. While serving in this position | had the opportunity to work with the governor’s 


She 


office, numerous state commissioners and directors. | also worked with the New Hampshire 
Attorney General on several projects including working with the state’s first civil rights unit. My 
proudest accomplishment as President was orchestrating the training for over 200 police 
officers in resiliency and wellness and for offering a family training session. There has been a 
national epidemic with police suicides (and Fire/EMS). In New Hampshire, like many states 
across the county we are losing more officers to suicide then gunfire. 


Statistically we ended the year with a total of 2708 calls for service. This encompasses a 
variety of calls but our more common ones included 1078 motor vehicle stops, 113 assists to 
other law enforcement agencies, responded 73 times with fire department for emergencies, 68 
motor complaints, 65 citizen assists, 58 animal complaints, 57 right-to-know requests, 57 
alarms, 54 suspicious incidents, 43 motor vehicle accidents, 24 arrests add 20 wellbeing checks. 
Also, in the course of our patrol duties we conducted 172 residential properties checks as well 
as 3653 business checks. 


If you are going out of town and would like us to check on your house please let us know. We 
continue to offer the “Good Morning” program to anyone who is elderly and lives alone or 
anyone with special needs. It is a daily phone call to ensure everything is ok.

Town Beach Parking Permit Policy: The Town Beach Permit Policy applies to Center Harbor and 
Moultonborough residents, property owners and their guests. The purpose of this policy is to 
ensure that residents have sufficient parking for easy beach access. This includes Lake Street 
parking and the Town Beach dirt parking lot next to the basketball court. 


“NEW” paper permits are required each year (with a different color) for Center Harbor 
residents and their guests and are available at the Town Office. Moultonborough residents 
must obtain a Beach Permit from the Moultonborough Town Office. 


The 2019 Center Harbor Transfer Station & Beach Permit sticker is good for one more year, 
ending in May 2021. Beach Parking Permits will go into effect starting Memorial Day weekend. 
Go to: centerharbornh.org/Departments/Parks & Recreation for the Beach Permit Policy. 


Portable Toilet Facilities: Portable toilet facilities are now scheduled to be delivered on May 1° 
and High Haith Beach (1 standard). These portable facilities shall remain at these locations 
through October 15*. 


High Haith Boat Launch: The High Haith Boat Launch property deed states: “The land herein 
conveyed is to be used for the purpose of a public landing place for said Town of Center Harbor 
and it is a condition of this deed that the land shall be so used and for no other purpose.” Per 
the Board of Selectmen, signage at 315 High Haith was changed to the following...

Many local businesses 
sponsored the Footrace: Bootleggers, Center Harbor Inn, Dewey’s Ice Cream Parlor, The Edge, 
EM Heath’ Inc., Home Comfort Retreat, Jackie’s Boutique, Meredith Village Savings Bank, and 
Rubbin Butts/Canoe Restaurant & Tavern. THANK YOU SO MUCH FOR YOUR SUPPORT! 
Volunteers from the Center Harbor Congregational Church, community volunteers and Town 
employees helped make this a successful and safe race day. Many thanks go to Todd 
Ringelstein, whom for many years, has assisted with the Children’s Races. The July 4, 2019 
Footrace is dedicated in memory of Ron Ulm, who took great pride in serving the Town of 
Center Harbor in the footrace from its very beginning. 


Automatic race timing was provided by Bay State Race Services and results were instantly 
posted. The awards ceremony took place at the Bandstand. Race numbers were up from 2018. 
Registration totals included 300 in the 2 Mile, 166 in the 5 Mile and 138 in the Kid’s Races. The 
4‘ of July Parade was well-attended by many spectators. The theme of this year’s parade was 
Vintage Center Harbor. 


Once again, the Town of Center Harbor hosted an outstanding concert at the bandstand. This 
year’s 4" of July concert featured The Center Harbor Town Band with Carlos Martinez — Music 
Director/Conductor. Guest performers included Jodi Katz — Transiberian Orchestra and Mystical 
Magic Due with Ted Solovicos & Rosemarie. Our fireworks in Center Harbor were set off at 9:15 
by Atlas Pyrovision to end our celebration with a magnificent display of patriotic color. (Note: 
The Town of Moultonborough pays for one half of the total price of the fireworks.) 


Parks and Recreation Activities & Facilities: Summer activities and programs for youth/children 
included swim lessons, tennis lessons, arts & crafts at the beach pavilion, and Kid Time — Story 
Time. Swim lesson participation more than doubled this year, making it for an active swim 
program. A Hoodsie Sundae Day was held at the end of the summer season at the beach 
pavilion. Special thanks go to Cindy Oxton of MVSB for donations and help in this fun event! 


Adult/senior Tai Chi was offered in the fall, spring and summer with instructor Russell Jones. 
Numbers seemed to drop through the summer months and the program ended in September. 

There are two pickleball courts at the 
tennis courts off Rt. 25B & Rt. 3 and one court at the basketball court in Center Harbor next to 
Rt.

2019 was a relatively calm year for the Planning Board (Board) as there were few major issues to address over the year. 
The current Planning Board is made up of members Chairman Charles Hanson, Vice Chairman Peter Louden, Secretary 
Bill Ricciardi, David Reilly, Kelli Kemery, Mark Hildebrand, Selectmen’s representative Harry Viens, alternate 
members Winnifred Boynton, Rachel Xavier and Planning Board Clerk Aimee Manfredi-Sanschagrin. 


In 2019, the Board met 12 times, and reviewed or acted upon, the following proposals/issues: 


e 61 Construction Permits were reviewed and issued in 2019 of which 3 were new structures on vacant land; 2 
demolitions of an existing structure on separate parcels, which resulted in 1 rebuild on one of them. 

e Reviewed and made changes to Section 10 and Section 9 for 2019 Town Meeting consideration. 

e Approved site plans for Catalyst Partners, LLC and Jacquelyn Hughes of Jackie’s Boutique. 

e Approved Boundary Line Adjustments for Lee and Randy Mattson and the SLA as well as a boundary line 
adjustment for The Hanson Family Trust and Charles and Jennifer Hanson. 

e Approved Subdivisions for Thomas and Sally Whalen, Brandon and Reagen Kernen and an amended 
Subdivision for Jan Maggi. 


The Board, in preparation for Town Meeting 2020, held multiple work sessions and two public input sessions to address 
some concerns surrounding the Sign Ordinance, Section 6, of the Center Harbor Town Ordinances. The Board wants 
to thank the residents that participated in the public sessions. As a small community, most want to maintain the quaint 
charm of the Town we all love so much. We need to make every effort possible to address any issues that are brought 
to our attention.

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Lakes Region Planning Commission 
2019 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is a voluntary organization of 
30 municipalities within a state-defined planning area established under 
NH RSA 36:45. Regional planning commissions strive to respond to and shape 
the pressures of change in a meaningful way, both locally and regionally, through communication, joint initiatives, 
and planning. With a regional planning area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton, and 
Merrimack Counties, the LRPC's professional staff provide regional planning services and local technical 
assistance. Here are some highlights of our services and activities over the past fiscal year: 


Local Services, Center Harbor 


e Entered into agreement with the Town for assistance in updating (required every 5 years) Center Harbor’s 
existing Hazard Mitigation Plan for FEMA approval through NH Homeland Security and Emergency 
Management (HSEM) and submitted the first quarterly report to NH HSEM. 


e Per an agreement with the Town for professional services, completed a town-wide inventory of culverts and 
closed drainage systems, which included collecting GPS location data, per the SADES (Statewide Asset Data 
Exchange System) methodology standards. 


e Met with Selectboard members from Center Harbor and six other member towns to discuss regional 
purchasing opportunities and regional solid waste practices. 


e Researched information about age-friendly communities for the Town. 

e Reviewed and discussed Conservation Commission's Natural Resource Inventory and Master Plan chapter. 
e Processed and documented traffic counts for Center Harbor. 

e Mapped cell phone service in Center Harbor for AT&T, T-Mobile, and Verizon. 


e Coordinated our annual summer Household Hazardous Waste Collection with Center Harbor as one of 25 
participating members for a substantial group savings. This regional effort enables residents to safely dispose 
of their household hazardous waste in order to protect the groundwater that the region is dependent on for 
drinking water, domestic use, and a tourism-based economy. 


Regional Planning and Purchasing 


e Reviewed Developments of Regional Impact, as required by NH RSA 36:54, initiated by Andover, Belmont, 
Plymouth, Sanbornton, and Tuftonboro. Prepared and discussed draft comments with municipal planners, 
provided outreach to surrounding communities, corresponded with state and local officials, reviewed 
relevant state statutes, and provided feedback per LRPC guidelines. 


e Completed seven intergovernmental reviews, as required by the NH Office of Strategic Initiatives, of federally 
funded lakes region projects. 


e As an aggregator of electricity and heating fuel, facilitated the regional group purchase of energy for 
participating members, including 3 school districts and one county, for total savings of $76,678 for electricity 
and $11,749 for oil and propane for the year. 


e Issued a Request for Proposals on behalf of five school districts for regional student transportation services 
to pursue and determine the feasibility of shared bus services. 


e Conducted an innovative joint transportation and solid waste management meeting to address the use of 
crushed recycled glass as a base material in road and trail projects. 


Economic Development 


e Coordinated over $250,000 in EPA, NHDES, and LRPC grant funding to conduct environmental assessments 
on the Lakes Region Facility brownfields property, formerly known as the Laconia State School, and cleared 
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the way for several proposed redevelopment scenarios to move forward. The LRPC will now help to lead the 
way to obtain implementation funding. 


Completed year two of a two-year Targeted Block Grant project via the NH Office of Strategic Initiatives. 


As the designated Local Development District (LDD), provided grant administration services for seven grants 
awarded by the Northern Border Regional Commission (NBRC), a federal-state funding partnership, to 
member towns and local organizations who applied for projects including a Makerspace in Wolfeboro; a 
sewer project in Ashland; a culinary training project on behalf of a community college in Laconia; a fiber 
optics project in Bristol; a starter homes/moderate income project in the Wolfeboro area; and a homeless 
shelter in Plymouth. 

Applied for both a Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) through the NH Community Development 
Finance Authority (CDFA) and a USDA Rural Business Development Grant (RBDG) in support of an economic 
development project for a non-profit community-based program in downtown Wolfeboro. 


Solid Waste Management 


With funding from a successful USDA Solid Waste and Water Management grant, provided technical training 
and educational programs via four problem-solving roundtable sessions for solid waste operators, municipal 
officials, and other stakeholders on: Food Waste & Composting; Disposal and Uses of Glass in Transportation; 
Capped Landfill Maintenance 101; and Reducing the Grey Area between Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) 
and Small Quantity Generators (SQGs). 

Worked with New Hampshire’s Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) to educate solid waste 
operators and community leaders about their capped landfill responsibilities. 


Researched and mapped local and regional solid waste data. Established three compost pilot projects in the 
region. 


Applied for nationally competitive funding to continue our Solid Waste Management program in FY21. 
Coordinated the 33rd Annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection, always held on the 
LAST SATURDAY OF JULY / FIRST SATURDAY OF AUGUST, among 8 locations and 25 participating member 


communities. Partnered with Plymouth State University’s Technical Communications class to increase 
participation at our Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) events and address local recycling issues.

Completed the Franklin to Concord Regional Transit Study, creating a feasibility study template for regional 
transit to use in the future. 


Coordinated and conducted monthly meetings of the Commission’s Transportation Technical Advisory 
Committee (TAC) to enhance local involvement in regional transportation planning and project development. 


Continued working with the Lakes Region Scenic Byway Advisory Committee to spur economic development 
and preserve regional scenic quality and visitor experiences. 


Provided assistance to the Carroll County Regional Coordinating Council and the Mid-State Regional 
Coordinating Council (RCC) regarding public transportation. Together with Central New Hampshire Regional 
Planning Commission (CNHRPC), prepared an update to the Mid-State RCC’s 2007/2010 Coordinated Transit 
and Human Services Transportation Plan. 


Assisted communities with Road Safety Management Systems (RSMS) analysis, including 10-Year 
maintenance schedule and condition forecasting. Conducted culvert and catch basin condition inventories 
to identify under-sized and poorly maintained culverts to address road flooding hazards. 


Coordinated with NHDOT Safety Engineer and municipal officials to respond to road safety issues in several 
communities with accident problems. 


Worked with member towns, the LRPC TAC, and NHDOT to prioritize funding and transportation 
improvements for the Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) as part of the State Ten Year Plan process. 
The TAC also ranked projects for the next Congestion Mitigation/Air Quality (CMAQ) program funding round. 


Conducted over 150 annual traffic counts around the region to provide data to NHDOT for infrastructure 
improvement planning and upon request by individual member towns. 


Completed regional analysis for freight planning, identifying bottlenecks, truck back-ups, and other issues 
affecting heavy commerce in the Lakes Region. 


Completed regional bikeability analysis with map showing sections or road corridors where lane stripping 
could be narrowed to allow for bike lanes as part of the planning process for the Statewide Pedestrian and 
Bicycle Transportation Plan. 


Completed Cell Phone Signal Mapping project, with the help of volunteer drivers, to assist towns with 
inaccurate cell service coverage vendor claims affecting community safety and commerce. 


Watershed Management 


Provided technical and administrative support, including coordinating monthly meetings, to the 
Pemigewasset River Local Advisory Committee (PRLAC), a state-chartered advisory committee under 
the Rivers Management and Protection Program per NH RSA 483. 


Completed two Watershed Assistance Section 319 Grant projects through the NH Department of 
Environmental Services (NHDES) for the Winnisquam Watershed and the Squam Lakes Association. 


Completed a Water Quality Planning 604(b) Grant project through NHDES, working with the Town of 
Moultonborough and the Lake Winnipesauke Association (LWA), to create a replicable septic system 
improvement model, including risk analysis, sample ordinance, and an educational toolkit to address nutrient 
loading from aging or failing septic systems. 


Applied for competitive federal-state funding opportunity and was awarded a $14,000 Local Source Water 
Protection Grant from the NH Department of Environmental services for a project to protect public drinking 
water systems within member towns New Hampton and Plymouth.

Convened six Commission meetings during the fiscal year and facilitated discussion on topics including: 
Updated Guidelines for Developments of Regional Impact; Becoming Age-Friendly Communities; Solid Waste 
Management Grant program initiatives; and Regional Transportation Planning. 

Held a joint legislative forum on economic development with Lakes Region Community College, Belknap 
Economic Development Council, and Lakes Region Community Developers for Commissioners and 
Legislators to discuss Lakes Region legislative priorities. 

Honored six individuals and three organizations at our June 24th Annual Meeting with awards for 
outstanding service to their communities, including the first-ever Chairman's Inspirational Award. 

Created numerous outreach materials to increase public education about solid waste topics. 

Developed a stronger social media presence on Facebook and Instagram to promote events and new 
resources. 

Hosted a regional Planners Roundtable to share and discuss local and regional planning issues, including 
accessory dwelling units (ADUs), short-term rentals, and cell towers. 

Distributed important news and information to LRPC Commissioners and other town officials via regular 
email updates and website postings.

Annual Report - 2019 


It was just five years ago at Town Meeting 2015 that the residents of Center Harbor voted unanimously to establish a 
Heritage Commission. Since that time, the Commission has worked tirelessly “...to preserve, protect and enhance our 
historic and cultural resources.” 


Our first priority remains the rehabilitation of our 1843 Center Harbor Town House. The rehab is guided by the prioritized, 
phased tasks outlined in the comprehensive Building Conditions Assessment Report conducted by Christopher P. Williams 
Architects, PPLC in 2016. Work on the building's exterior was completed in 2018. This included painting the outside 
(2016), repairing the front porch (donated by the Rotary Club of Meredith), installing proper footings (2017), and replacing 
the roof (2018). In 2019, work started on the interior. Electrical service was restored, wiring upgraded throughout, fixtures 
refurbished, and emergency lighting and smoke detection installed. 


The listing of our 1843 Town House on the State Register of Historic Places, together with the establishment of the 
Heritage Commission, makes our rehab project eligible for several grant opportunities. Since 2015, the Commission has 
successfully applied for and received a $4,000.00 grant from the NH Preservation Alliance, a $21,155.87 Land & 
Community Heritage Investment Program (LCHIP) grant, and $39,450.00 from four (4) Conservation License Plate/Moose 
Plate Grants, for a total of $64,605.87 in grant monies for the rehab. Thus far, the Town has appropriated $30,000.00 
for the Town House rehab: $15,000.00 in 2016 and $5,000.00 in 2017, 2018 and 2019. 


In addition, the Heritage Commission has raised $36,446.64 donations for the rehab. Our very successful summer 
fundraisers include Give $10, Get $10 Off at The Common Man and the 50/50 raffles at the Town Band concerts. 


Besides the Town House, the Commission also secured another $8,100.00 in grant monies from the NH Preservation 
Alliance for two (2) other Town-owned historic properties. The 1886 Village Schoolhouse was awarded $3,600.00 in 2017 
and the 1910 Nichols Memorial Library received $4,500.00 in 2018. 


In all, as of December 31, 2019, the Commission has procured $109,202.51 in grants and donations for our Town's 
historic properties. Heartfelt appreciation to taxpayers, our donors and grant agencies for their generosity. 


Although focused on the Town House rehabilitation, the Commission is involved with other projects. These include: 


e Survey of Historic Barns: With the expert help of volunteer Rick Kipphut, the Commission is identifying and 
documenting barns in our Town. Thus far, 38 barns built between 1790 and 1941 have been surveyed. (For more 
information, please contact Rick Kipphut at either 603-726-0925 or researchthepast@qmail.com). 

e Center Harbor Barn Tour. The Commission is planning to host this program with the NH Preservation Alliance on 
Saturday, September 26, 2020. Thomas Visser, author of The Field Guide to New England Barns and Agricultural 
Buildings, will be the speaker. The tour will showcase several local barns. 

e Historical Resources Inventory - Commission members continue to research and annually update the inventory 
of historical resources, which is part of the Town Master Plan. The inventory now consists of over 150 houses, 
barns, schools, roads, bridges, and cemeteries. Historic sites that have been demolished are also included. 
Information is attached to the property records and accessible from online GIS Town Maps. 


Lastly, the Commission was honored to receive the 2019 NH Preservation Achievement Award and to be recognized by 
the New Hampshire Senate for its preservation efforts. 


In closing, | would like to thank Ken Ballance for his help and Commissioners David Hughes, Richard Hanson, Karen 
Ponton, and Nancy Sapack, plus Alternates Ginny Fisher, Linda-Lee Scott and Ann Xavier for their service.

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CHEC 2019 Annual Report 


During the 2019 year of service to the residents of Center Harbor, the Energy 
Committee continued to focus efforts on various cost-effective energy-savings 
opportunities. The Committee completed the following projects and activities in 


2019; 


Replaced the fluorescent lighting in the Center Harbor Town Garage with 
energy-efficient LED lighting. Center Harbor received a rebate of $2,472 
from NHEC for this project. 


Continued collecting several years of Town utility usage data into a 
database for analysis and comparison. 

With approval by the Select Board, initiated a municipal membership for 
Town in Clean Energy NH - a membership-based non-profit organization 
that is a resource for clean energy and clean tech issues. Benefits include 
education on new energy legislation such as SB286 - now a NH law, 
access to technical assistance on energy projects, access to energy 
efficiency incentives and financing and free attendance at educational 
events. 

Networked about recycling with other towns, the Lakes Region Planning 
Commission (LRPC), the Northeast Resource Recovery Association 
(NRRA). Participated with the Meredith Energy Committee and a 
representative of the LRPC in a tour of the Meredith Transfer Station. 


Monitored and networked with other towns and organizations on energy 

savings and efficiency programs including: 

=» Plymouth Area Renewable Energy Initiative (PAREI) and its Solar 
Shares projects to benefit low income families; 

m NH Saves and Lakes Region Community College (LRCC) - energy 
efficiency workshops; posted relevant workshops in Town website; 

ew Towns of Meredith, Plymouth and Tamworth - topics of mutual interest 
include recycling, Community Power and solar. 


For 2020, the Committee will continue the activities started in 2019, including: 


Encourage energy efficient applications for Town projects, including the 
historic Town House. 


Continue gathering and analyzing Town electric, propane and oil usage. 
Explore renewing the town’s municipal membership with Clean Energy NH. 
Continue to network with other towns and groups regarding energy issues.

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CENTER HARBOR CONSERVATION COMMISSION (CHCC) 
2019 Annual Report 


In 2019, two opportunities presented themselves to the CHCC that required the 
Commission to research, identify, examine and document the natural resources that 
exist within specific areas of the Town. 


The first opportunity came from the New Hampshire Department of Public Safety, 
when the CHCC was asked to review a mooring application submitted by the 
Sturtevant Cove Association on Squam Lake. The Commission identified several key 
environmental attributes within the area by reviewing its Natural Resources 
Inventory, Prime Wetlands Report and other related documents and permits. They 
subsequently organized and prepared a chronicle of their findings, which were 
presented at a public hearing in August in Concord. In addition, letters of concern 
were drafted by the Commission and sent to the Department of Safety and NH 
Department of Environmental Services (NHDES). 


The second opportunity arose as a result of a donation of a parcel of land to the 
Squam Lakes Association, expanding the Belknap Woods Conservation Area to over 
100 acres. In conjunction with this expansion project, the CHCC was approached by 
the Squam Lakes Conservation Society (SLCS) and the Lakes Region Conservation 
Trust (LRCT) to support and contribute to the long term monitoring and 
stewardship of the conservation easement that would be held by these entities. 
After researching and determining that this area possessed high conservation value, 
the CHCC voted to disburse contributions from their Conservation Fund for these 
purposes. The Commission’s ability to participate with its conservation partners in 
this manner stems from the passage of a 2015 warrant article granting the 
Commission this optional power. The Commission is grateful to the residents of 
Center Harbor for the ability to participate and partner in land conservation 
projects in this way. 


This year, the Town of Center Harbor’s Select Board entered into a five year contract 
with Ecosystem Management Consultants / Dr. Rick Van de Poll to perform annual 
monitoring of the Town / CHCC held conservation easements on the 235-acre Fogg 
Hill Conservation Area in West Center Harbor. Monies to cover these costs are 
disbursed from the Town’s Stewardship Fund, which receives deposits arising from 
the Land Use Change Tax (LUCT). 


In 2019, the Conservation Fund received a LUCT deposit of $8750.00 and disbursed 
$5000.00 to SLCS and 2500.00 to LRCT for the Belknap Woods project noted above. 


In November, CHCC Chairman Harry Viens was invited to participate in a panel 


discussion on land conservation strategies as part of the NH Association of 
Conservation Commissions’ Annual Conference. 
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The Commission was notified by NHDES that updated Wetlands rules and 
regulations went into effect on December 15. As a result, the Commission will be 
taking a more active role in the future in application review and sign off prior to 
applications being submitted to NHDES. 


The Commission voted to schedule QUARTERLY meetings in 2020, the second 
Thursday of the month in February, May, August and November. Additional 
meetings and public hearings will be scheduled and noticed on an “as needed” basis. 
Meeting notices, agendas and minutes can be found on the Town’s website. 


With Maureen Criasia’s return as an Alternate Commissioner, the CHCC has 
openings for one additional commissioner and an additional alternate. Should you 
wish to learn more about the activities of the CHCC, please join us at one of our 
meetings or contact the Selectmen’s office for further information.

We had found a very large American flag, in a large box, under the bottom shelf. The flag has 38 
stars, 19 % x 31 % feet in size and has a military style canton or star field. This flag was flown 
between 1877 and 1890. We are planning to identify and authenticate the age and history of this 
flag.

Our Historical Society is continuing to put together changing displays of our collections of 
documents and artifacts on a regular basis. We hope that this will entice people to come into the 
museum to see their Town’s history. 


We will be working with the Inter-Lakes High School to host a program of historical and cultural 
interest. This program will be on the history of our American flag and the many star patterns and 
designs over the years from 1776 on. 


Future of the Society 


Last year, at the Town Meeting, I presented an emotional appeal asking for more help with support 
of the Historical Society. We did have two people join as members. Both have been a great asset 
to the Society in many ways. Hopefully, with their help and some new ideas and programs, we 
will spark new interest in our Society and attract some new members.

Inter-Lakes Day Care Center and Nursery School is a non-profit, 
licensed, tax-exempt community childcare and education agency, 
incorporated in 1971, which provides exceptional and affordable 
early care and education for children from six weeks through 
twelve years of age. The Center offers a full range of services 
including a morning preschool program, full and part-time child 
care, summer and vacation enrichment camps, and USDA 
approved healthy meals and snacks. 


It is the mission of Inter-Lakes Day Care Center to promote child 
development and family support through operation of a group 
child care center and nursery school and through establishment of 
cooperation and collaboration with other agencies, local 
businesses, and civic groups in promoting child development and 
community enhancement. 


I-LDCC is open year-round from 6:30 AM to 5:30 PM, making it 
possible for parents to maintain employment. Through the federal Child 
Care and Development Block Grant Act and the State of New 
Hampshire, tuition assistance is available to families with income up to 
250% of the federal poverty guidelines. 


Inter-Lakes Day Care Center provides a developmentally appropriate 
curriculum which engages children in activities that develop language 
and literacy through interactions, experiences, and relationships with 
peers and teachers. I-LDCC supports the well-being of the whole child 
while providing a warm and nurturing environment. 


This year I-LDCC participated in the Sandwich Fair following our 
study of butterflies. The theme was “Metamorphosis” with each age 
group recreating a stage of the butterfly life cycle. Also this year all 
ages participated in Altrusa’s Festival of Trees, creating ornaments to 
go on a Christmas tree based on the book The Mitten by Jan Brett. This 
summer, the preschool and school age children participated in the 
Town of Meredith’s swimming lessons every day for six weeks with 
the children receiving certificates of completion at various swim levels. 
Also during the summer, children participated in the summer reading 
program “A Universe of Stories” sponsored by the Meredith Public 
Library. The Lions Club visited this fall and did a vision screening of 
all children and staff to identify those at risk of vision loss. In addition, I-LDCC ee uAL rite 
with the Meredith Altrusa Club’s Literacy Committee to provide reading enrichment to our 
preschoolers throughout the year.

The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center located at 78 Whittier Highway would like to express our 
sincere appreciation for the many years of financial support Center Harbor has extended to us. 
The Center was opened in 2000 to meet the needs of the Northern Lakes Region. We have been 
a self-supporting department of Lakes Region General Hospital since 2004. 


The Center is open 3 days a week, Monday, Wednesday, and Friday from 6:30 A.M. to 3:30 P.M. 
Seniors are the main population at the Center with member’s ranging in age from 56 to 92 with 
the average age being 73. Approximately 15% of our members are residents of Center Harbor 
and are appreciative that we have been able to keep our dues stable for so many years due in 
great part to the generosity of the Town of Center Harbor. There are an equal number of men 
and women who exercise at the Center. Financial assistance is available to qualifying members. 


The Center has been able to keep dues low through the support of the surrounding communities. 
Our dues of $50.00 per month for individuals and $80.00 for couples cover approximately 65% 
of our expenses. The support from surrounding towns is supplemented by other small 
fundraisers throughout the year. 


We are aware of the value of the Center as expressed by many members who feel comfortable 
exercising here under supervision of an Advanced EMT. Clients keep track of their heart rate, 
oxygen level, and blood pressure on an ongoing basis. Those who need supplemental oxygen 
while exercising are monitored, and we are able to check blood glucose levels if the need arises. 
Emergency equipment is also available if needed. 


The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center is an important part of the town especially for our senior 
citizens. They engage in exercise and also interact socially with others in the surrounding 
communities. The Center’s Mission is to promote individual health responsibility and to provide 
a safe, comfortable site to exercise and provide on-going support and encouragement for a 
healthy lifestyle.

Request for Center Harbor Allocation in Fiscal Year 2020: $1,500.00 (level-funded request) 


Lakes Region Mental Health Center (LRMHC), formerly Genesis Behavioral Health (GBH) is designated by the State of 
New Hampshire as the community mental health center (CMHC) serving the 24 towns that make up Belknap and southern 
Grafton Counties. LRMHC provides Emergency Services 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, to anyone in the community 
experiencing a mental health crisis, regardless of their ability to pay. Additionally, LRMHC provides individual, group and 
family therapy; mobile crisis teams in the event a tragic event occurs that impacts a community at large, psychiatry; nursing; 
community support programs for people with severe and persistent mental illness; care management; community-based 
supports; housing; supported employment; substance use disorder treatment; and specialty services and evidence-based 
practices for children and their families, including trauma-focused therapy, art therapy and play therapy. Child Impact 
seminars are offered in Laconia and Plymouth for divorcing families. LRMHC owns two handicapped accessible vans and 
provides transportation services to patients in the greater Plymouth and Laconia areas as a means to enhance access to care 
in this rural area. 


Founded in 1966, LRMHC provides comprehensive, integrated mental health treatment for people living with - and 
recovering from - mental illness and/or emotional distress. In Fiscal Year 2019, LRMHC’s 195 employees served 4,081 
children, adults and families. During this same time period, we provided over $1.2 million of charity care. 


In Fiscal Year 2019, 20 residents of Center Harbor received services from LRMHC, and 4 of these individuals 
utilized Emergency Services. LRMHC provided $1127 in charitable care to Center Harbor residents. The age 
breakdown is as follows:

Children (0 to 17 years) 


Adults (18 to 61 years) 
Elder (62 + years) 


LRMHC is requesting $1,500.00 this year; which is a level funded request from last year. Your continued support will help 
us ensure the provision of 24/7 Emergency Services to people in crisis, as oftentimes emergencies are attributable to lack 
of health insurance and/or the financial resources necessary to seek preventative care. For many, Emergency Services at 
LRMHC are the gateway into treatment. Access to timely and effective treatment supports recovery, and minimizes further 
harm to the patient, the community, and other systems of care. 


An investment from Center Harbor will be leveraged with appropriations from other communities to offset the tremendous 
cost of staffing the Emergency Services program round the clock. Similar to a municipal police or fire department, 
Emergency Services is a safety net for a// residents of your town, not just those utilizing the service. Your appropriation 
will ensure the provision of this essential service for the residents of your community and reduce the burden on your town. 
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Interlakes Community Caregivers, Inc. 


Formed in 1998, Interlakes Community Caregivers, Inc. 1s a 501(c)3 nonprofit volunteer 
organization that provides supportive services and community resource information to assist out 
neighbors in their daily lives. Services are provided by volunteers free of charge and include rides to 
medical appointments (both local and long distance), personal appointments, grocery shopping, 
running errands, friendly visits and more. The majority (93%) of our services are for rides which ate 
provided in volunteers’ personal vehicles. 


Our no-fee services allow our neighbors to remain living in their own homes with dignity, 
whether for a short-term period to recuperate from surgery or illness, or more often for a long-term 
period to age in place. We provide access to health care, proper nutrition and socialization and 
improve our community’s livability, particularly for an aging population. 


Services are available to any adult in the towns of Center Harbor, Moultonborough, 
Meredith and Sandwich, and are in high demand due to our aging population and our rural setting. 
In 2019, 92 Volunteers provided 2,781 services, donated 3,969 hours and drove 51,420 miles to 
provide these services. 


A nine-member Board of Directors governs the organization and three part-time paid 
staff work in the office located in Moultonborough. Fourteen of our 92 caring and compassionate 
volunteers are Center Harbor residents, including two members of our Board of Directors. 

All volunteers complete the Volunteer Education program and are screened for Criminal History, 
Driving Records, Elderly Abuse and Sex Offense background checks. 


In 2019, 11 Center Harbor residents were registered to receive services. Their ages ranged 
from 51 to 96 and 55% are male. In the past year, Center Harbor residents were provided 41 
escorted rides to medical facilities in the local area and long distance to Dartmouth Hitchcock 
Medical Center in West Lebanon, Dartmouth Hitchcock Clinic in Concord, Speare Memorial 
Hospital in Plymouth and Concord Eye Center. Volunteers donated 57 hours and drove 1,340 miles 
to provide these services. 


Community Caregivers relies solely on donations, fundraisers, grants and Town support. 
We do not receive any funding from the Federal Government or any State Agency and do not 


charge for services. 


We are very grateful to the taxpayers of Center Harbor for their ongoing and strong support 
of our program and its mission to this town. Thank you.

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REPORT OF NEW BEGINNINGS Town of Center Harbor 


On behalf of New Beginnings — Without Violence and Abuse, I would like to thank the citizens of the 
Town of Center Harbor for their on-going support. Your 2018-19 allocation has enabled our agency to 
continue to provide trauma informed direct services including 24-hour crisis intervention, long term 
support and assistance, and outreach and education to people whose lives have been affected by domestic 
and sexual violence and stalking in all of Belknap County. 


Our organization operates a full-time shelter with a food pantry and material goods; staffs a 24-hour crisis 
line; provides 24-hour advocacy at hospitals and police stations; provides court and social service 
advocacy; and offers non-judgmental support and advocacy on a one-to-one basis as well as in peer 
support groups. New Beginnings has programming for children and teens that have witnessed and 
experienced violence, including resiliency-based programs. Though we serve a small county, the need for 
services is great. We were able to do a Primary Prevention Programing in Meredith school system. We 
had advocates in Belknap County courts each working day of this budget year. New Beginnings is the 
only domestic and sexual violence crisis center serving Belknap County, offering support and advocacy to 
846 individuals in FY19 Some of these services were provided by our volunteers, who donated over 
17,000 service hours. 


New Beginnings plays a significant role in the greater community. We facilitate outreach activities and 
offer education programs to businesses, clubs and groups. We also facilitate age-appropriate prevention 
programs for students in kindergarten through college, including topics such as conflict resolution, 
bullying, healthy relationships, and dating and sexual violence. We participate in many committees and 
commissions, including the Belknap County Family Violence Prevention Council, a task force made up 
of community members and professionals initiated by the Governor’s Commission to take a stand against 
domestic and sexual violence in our county. New Beginnings partners with law enforcement through the 
Lethality Assessment Program (LAP), to reduce the rate of domestic violence homicides in Belknap 
County and ensure service provision to victims receiving police response. Advocates participate in the 
local Sexual Assault Resource Team (SART), a comprehensive collaboration of Belknap County 
Professionals dedicated to promoting efficient and victim-centered services in sexual assault cases; 
improving conviction rates and engaging victims’ services focused on their health and healing. 


We are | Of 13 member programs of the NH Coalition Against Domestic and Sexual Violence 
(NHCADSV), promoting statewide networking and resource sharing among domestic violence and sexual 
assault programs. The coalition is the evaluating body and administrator of state and federal grants and 
contracts that provide federal and state funding for member programs.

New Hampshire and Vermont Region 
The American Red Cross of New Hampshire and Vermont is on call to help our community 24 hours a 


day, 7 days a week, and 365 days a year. A local Red Cross volunteer is often the first "neighbor on the 
scene" after a disaster strikes — offering a hot cup of coffee, a warm blanket, and a glimmer of hope to 
those in need. Supported primarily by volunteers, the Red Cross provides emergency support for 
victims of fire, flood, and other disasters as well as instruction in health, safety, and aquatics 
courses. Whether we are helping one family recover from a devastating home fire, providing emergency 
shelter and supplies to hundreds of families after a major disaster, or food and water for first 
responders, we have historically been a vital part of the local community. 


2019 was especially busy across our region and the Red Cross provided vital services to our 
community. 

e Responded to 245 disaster incidents in our region, providing essential support to 958 
individuals. We were on the scene at 7 disaster events in Belknap County, where we provided 
services to 16 individuals. 

e Collected 76,157 pints of blood and blood products at over 2,500 drives. 3 of these drives were 
in Center Harbor, where we collected 102 pints of life-saving blood. 

e Empowered more than 1,000 trained volunteers to assist their neighbors during times of need. 

e Trained 47,300 people in our various health and safety courses, including 226 courses in 
Belknap County, where 27 of your friends, neighbors, and colleagues were taught lifesaving 
skills, including First Aid and CPR. 

e Installed 3,300 free smoke detectors in homes and worked with families to create fire- 
evacuation plans. We installed 3 smoke detectors in homes in Center Harbor. 

e We provided supportive services to 1,400 military members, including emergency 
communications with their families and loved ones through of our Service to the Armed Forces 
department. Of these, 64 call Belknap County home. 

e Weare proud to have an efficiency rating of 91%, meaning .91 cents of every dollar goes 
directly to support the programs and services provided by the American Red Cross. 


Since the Red Cross is not a government agency, we rely on individuals, businesses and local 
communities to support our efforts in helping to prevent, prepare for, respond to, and recover from 
emergencies.
